Claims 1-11 have been cancelled. 

The withdrawal of the appeal as to claims 1-1 1 operates as an authorization to 
cancel these claims from the application or reexamination proceeding. See MPEP § 
1215.03. Accordingly, these claims are canceled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The application is allowable for the reasons set forth on page 7 of the decision of 

the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit, which is hereby incorporated by reference. 

As noted therein, Laroussi does not teach the "carrying the waste past waves radiated 
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by the RF plasma wave generator ... without subjecting the waste directly to a plasma" 
feature recited in claim 12 because Figure 1 illustrates that the particulate shaded 
region (depicting the plasma irradiation) contacts the wave within container 
5 (depicting the contaminated water) and Figure 1 does not illustrate any barrier 
separating the wave within container 5 and the particulate shaded region.
